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Statement re : Planning and Development 
in Hyderabad State 

Dr. Channa Reddy : I am glad that thia of opportu- 
nity for discussing in the Assembly an overall picture of 
Planning and Development work in this State has been pro- 
vided. This enables us to review the whole position and also 
to receive constructive suggestions from the hon. Members 
of the House. There was not enough time after the decision 
of this kind was taken and as such more material and infor- 
mation could not be made available for the hon. Members. 
Even in this short period, however, material of about 200 
printed and cyclostyled pages has been made available. In 
future, when this will become a regular feature in our 
Assembly dehberations, I am confident, the Government wiU 
be able to furnish more elaborate information to the Members 
much in advance. 

2. The Constitution, of India calls for an economic and 
social order based on equal opportunities, social justice, the 
right to work and the right to a living wage. Planning is 
the only way of giving practical shape to these noble ideals. 
It is admitted by everyone that the common man’s lot should 
be improved ; but very few realise that the materialisation 
of this object requires realisation of a number of other objects 
simultaneously. Prosperity does not fall from the sky like 
gentle rain dropping down in its season. It has to be worked 
out with meticulous care for minutest details with regard to 
needs and requirements from the national to the individual 
level and hence the imperative necessity of planning for the 
future. 


3. The question may be raised here that if production 
goes up prosperity will follow in its wake without the need 
for any such elaborate planning ; but it should be borne in 
mind that a programme concerned only with increasing pro- 
I duction, unaccompanied by a programme for a more equitable 
mstribution of wealth and opportunities, might lead to the 
rich becoming richer and the poor poorer. Hence, planning be- 
comes absolutely inevitable in a Welfare State which ainris at 
a progressively increasing degree of economic equality through 
gradual changes in the social structure of the country side 
hy^ side with a steadily rising out-put of national wealth. 

4- jMthough the concept of a Welfare State is of com- 
paratively r^ent origin in contemporary political thought, 
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Development in Hyderabad Stale. 

it is heartening to recollect here that the leaders of tliis 
country became conscious of the compelling force behind this 
concept even before the advent of independence and started 
the initial work in this direction as far back as October 1938, 
by appointing a National Planning ‘Committee under the 
Presidentsliip of our present Prime Minister consisting of our 
foremost experts in the held. The Planning Commission es- 
tablished after the attainment of independence carried for- 
ward the work initiated by the National Planning Committee 
and gave to the Nation the First Five-Year Plan of Free 
India in 1951. Since then the Central Government as well 
as all the State Governments are working within the frame- 
work of the Plan and trying to reach the targets of produc- 
tion and distribution envisaged in the Plan. 

5. The framers of the Plan have themselves admitted 
that the First Five-Year Plan is a plan of preparation for 
future plans and hence it is not the last word on the subject. 
Society is not a static entity. Satisfaction of the present 
needs, gives birth to new needs and thus the need for planning 
will continue till a happier, richer and fuller life is assured to 
every citizen of the Nation. The Plan had to be finalised 
in haste without a thorough investigation into the require- 
ments and available resources of the Nation, and it had per- 
force to confine itself to schemes which would increase 
the stock of capital at the disposal of the community as a 
whole, as an increase in the stock of capital accompanied 
by the knowledge of how to use it to the best advantage, is 
the Sinequanon of all prosperity through increased pro- 
duction. 

6. This being the background of the Plan, any ascertain- 
ment of the wishes of the people was out of question. In 
Hyderabad this was particularly so where the whole thing 
had to be prepared in a very short time. Inspite of this, 
enough flexibility has been displayed throughout the planning 
period for the accommodation of supplementary items of a 
more pressing nature. This is as it should be ; because no 
plan worth the name can afford to be rigid in a fast develop- 
ing democracy where living contact with the people and their 
problems is as essential as the formulation of measures for 
their welfare. Consequently, a large number of supple- 
mentary items have subsequently been included in the Five- 
Year Plan of Hyderabad also and this process is still con- 
tinuing. Recently, we recommended to the Planning Com- 
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Developtnent in Hyderabad State 

mission the inclusion of Nandikonda and Poorna Projects 
in the First Five-Year Plan itself. In this way, both the 
content and the extent of the First Five Year Plan of Hyder- 
abad State have been undergoing constant modifications 
to suit the growing requirements of the different regions of 
the State and naturally there has been a corresponding altera- 
tion in the financial position also. A list of all such supple- 
mentary items has been included in the Department’s note 
at page 3, which runs as follows : —

11. As has been shown in the first 4 pages of the Depart- 
ment’s note, the whole schedule could not be kept up both 
on the income and expenditure sides. The actual expendi- 
ture for the first four years of the Plan, i.e., till the end of 
March, 1955, including the amount provided in the budget 
for the present year, is to the tune of Rs. 29 . 98 crores details 
of which are as follows ;

12. It will be seen that there is a shortfall to the tune 
of Rs. 8.14 crores on the expenditure side but for the last 
year of the PlaUi i.e., 1955-56, the Government will provide 
fls. 9 crores for expenditure under the Plj^n and this will 
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at the end of 5 years, leave us with a total deficiency to the tune 
of Rs. 1.60 crores, i.e., 3.9% only. This is all, besides the 
extra items as shown above under Rs. 3 crores’ aid which is a 
separate amount that has been received from the Centre. 

13. Then again, a list of supplementary items which 
work out to Rs. 11.89 crores remains. We are here confront- 
ed with a fairly big gap. In view of the short period availa- 
ble before March, 1956, it may not be physically possible to 
spend, all the amounts. Attempts will, however, be made 
to complete the items on one side and fill up the gap aS far 
as possible and necessary on the other side. 

14. In India any Planning worth the name must start 
with agriculture as the vast majority of people depend 
on it for their livelihood. Also, the population is inci'easing 
very rapidly and it is vital that food production should at least 
keep pace with it so as to ehminate our dependence on im- 
ported food-stuffs. Naturally, more emphasis was laid on 
this aspect, and today it is really to the credit of all concerned^ 

including the peasants who liave adopted in a marvellous 
manner improved methods of agriculture and played a vita’ 
role in solving the food problem that the battle for bread has 
ended in victory for India. In Hyderabad also, inspitp 
of various financial difficulties about two-tlnrds of the amount 
provided in the first Three years Plan has been spent under 
the G.M.F, Campaign and in large number of items, the 
targets have been exceeded in lesser number of years and 
with lesser amounts of money. The targets of food-grains 
production for all India and Hyderabad are as follows :

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15. Similarly, in the case of cotton production, Hyder- 
abad State has played its effective role in meeting our short 
supply of cotton to the textile mills and exceeded the targets 
fixed for her. 

16. Land reclamation was taken up on a fairly big scale 
and more than 75% of the target has been achieved by bring- 
ing 76,531 acres of land. This leaves us with a huge equip- 
ment of tractors, working on self-sufficiency basis, which will 
enable us to reclaim more acres in coming years without 
additional cost. At the end of the Plan period, I am confi- 
dent, the target will easily be exceeded. 

17. Reclamation of forests is also an important item 
though it has not been originally provided in the Plan. The 
necessary equipment has been purchased to keep this whole 
thing going on in a smooth manner and a workshop is being 
estabhshed, both at the Centre and in the districts, on a 
small scale attached to these units. It was seen in the All 
India Conference that our tractor organization is not only 
based on sound basis but also the acreage per tractor here, 

i.e., 560 acres per year, is probably the highest in the whole 
country. Mention has also to be made of the manner in 
which our cultivators are becoming manure minded. The 
target ot 6,5030 tons of fertilizers fixed for the first 3 years 
of the Plan has been exceeded by about 25% and 44,435 tons 
have been distributed. 

18. The Japanese Method of cultivation needs a special 
mention. The enthusiasm of the cultivators in adopting 
this new method of paddy cultivation has been remarkable. 
In 'the very first year, a huge acreage of 2,03,299 acres has 
been brought imder this method of cultivation and the yield 
went upto 500% on an average. This has largely contri- 
buted to the increase in the paddy production by 100% on 
the whole. The following crop competition figures also show 
the upward trend of agricultural production year by year :

21. Irrigation <Sb Power Projects . — ^In the field of irriga- 
tion, there was a very small beginning when tibe Plan was 
originally accepted. It included only 5 Medium-size Irriga- 
tion Projects, which are already under construction and 868 
breached tanks. On our representation, this was modified 
to include 2,887 tanks the cost of which was also corresponding- 
ly increased from 70 lakhs to 208 lakhs of rupees. Further, 
10 more Minor Irrigation Projects costing Rs. 201.15 lakhs 
with an Ayacut of 63, 380 acres have also been included, 
and the additional funds have been made available by the 
Centre, Thus, as per the final shape of the Plan, 15 Minor 
Irrigation Projects wUl be constructed and about 2,50C 
breached tanks will be repaired at an overall cost of Rs. 629 . 96 
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lakhs of rupees with an ayacut of about lakhs of acres. 
From the progress that is being made, I could say that all 
these works will be completed within the Plan period, i.e., 
by March 1956. Irrigation has already started under 5 
Medium size, Projects, viz. 

1. Bhimanpally Project 2. Koilsagar Project. 

3. Bendsura Project. 4. Sarlasagar Project. 

5. Khasapur Project. 

22. Regarding the other items under this Head, theu* 
progress has also been shown in the Department’s Note. 

Tungabhadra Project . — ^Major portion of the work on the 
Txmgabhadra Dam is complete, the only works remaining 
to be done are : — 

(а) R.C.C. Bridge over spillway, including roadway 
and parapet. 

(б) Erection of spillway gates and operation bridge. 

(c) Completion of aprons, dividing walls etc. 

23. All these works except for the erection of gates are 
on hand and it is scheduled that by June 1955, all works on 
the dam will have been completed. The whole canal system 
will also be completed by 1958, as per the time schedule given. 

24. There has, however, been an increase in the estimate 
due to deeper foimdations, superior type of masonry and 
excess expenditure on compensation, tools and plants etc. 
As per the present forecaste, the cost of the projects on this 
Project on this account will be about 2,544 lakhs of rupees 
as against the original figure of 2,304 lakhs of rupees. 

25. A brief note on some development problems under 
the Tungabhadra Project has also been furnished to the 
hon. Members from the perusal of which it will be found 
that even more difficult than construction of the dam and 
canal system is the most important task of the actual deve- 
lopment of the proposed ayacut in as scientific a manner 
and as rapiffiy as possible so that the huge quantity of water 
impounded in the reservoir may be put into the maximum 
and to the best jrse. This task bristles with many difficul- 
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ties physical, financial, psychological, technological and the 
like, and no efforts will be spared to carry on this development, 
of the ayacut area on desired lines. 

26. The work on the Rajoli Bunda Diversion Scheme 
is in progess. There are certain factors which are to be 
settled with the Andhra State Government and this is being 
taken up. 

27. The Godavari Project First Phase is also in progress 
and the expenditure has been to the tune of 60% of the 
target. 

28. Besides this, two major projects have been recom- 
mended to the Planning Commission to be included in the 
First Five-Year Plan itself. 


29. Poorna Project . — ^The Poorna Project has been re- 
commended in view of the representation of the people of 
Marathwada for the location of a major project in their area. 
The Project consists of the following two phases :

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30. The first stage of the Project by itself is a feasible 
proposition as the cost per acre of irrigation works out to 
be only Rs. 400. The expenditure for the completion of 
this stage is Rs. 298 lakhs proposed to be spread over a period 
of 4 years, requiring a sum of Rs. 165 lakhs in the 
first two years. After careful consideration of the various 
aspects of this Project, the Government of Hyderabad strongly 
recommended that the first stage of the Project be included in 
the current Five-Year Plan. 

Nandikonda Project : 

31. The details of this Project are as under : — 

(а) Total Cost : — The total cost of the Project is 
Rs. 122.02 erores of which Rs. 32.74 crores is the share of 
Hyderabad. As recommended by the Government of Hy- 
derabad, Rs. 2,10 crores are to be provided in the First Five- 
Year Plan and Rs. 25.6 crores in the Second Five- Year 
Plan. 

(б) Location of Dam Site : The site of the proposed dam 
is situated at 16-84'-23'' North Latitude and 79-18'-47" East 
Longitude. It lies about 1|^ miles below the Nandikonda 
village, Miryalguda Taluk, Nalgonda District. 

(c) The gross commanded area and Irrigation 'proposed : 

The net commanded area in the Hyderabad State, under 
the main canal is 9,87,000 acres. The total acreage of land 
proposed to be irrigated in the State is 6.90 lakhs of acres ; 
out of this, an area of 1.20 lakhs of acres will be irrigated 
under second crop. Thus the total cropped area irrigated 
will be 8.10 lakhs of acres. 

(d) Hydro Power . . 27,500 K.W. 

(e) Cost of Andhra . . Rs. 89 . 28 crore§ 

(/) Cost of Hyderabad . . Rs. 32 . 74 crores 

32. The Hydro-Electric scheme at Nizamsagaf is expected 
to be completed by the end of the present financial year. 
The Planning Commission has agreed to the Hydro-Electric 
scheme under the Tungabhadra in principle and necessary 
sanctions to the estimate and its inclusion in the First Five- 
Year Plan are awaited. An amount of 50 lakhs of rupees 
has been sanctioned by the Hyderabad Government for the 
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construction of essential civil Works for the Power Station 
and an estimate of 449 . 69 lakhs of rupees for the scheme has 
been prepared and submitted to the Central Water and Power 
Commission. At present the essential Civil Works are in rapid 
progress and the expenditure upto the end of March was 
30.11 lakhs of ri^pees, 

Ramagundam Thermal Power Project 

88. This project envisages the construction of the Ther- 
mal Power Station of 37,500 K.W. capacity at Ramagundam 
on the grand trunk route between Kazipet and Balarshah. 
The site of power station is located in the heart of rich coal 
producing area and the supply of coal to the Power Station 
is from the Bellampalli Collieries which is about 20 miles 
from the Power Station. There are also possibilities of 
opening up coal fields right at the site of the Power Station 
itself. The Power plant comprises of three turbo alternators 
of 12,500 K.W. capacity each, together with the necessary 
boliers and associated equipment, 6 boilers each with an 
evaporating capacity of 50,000 lb. per hour and 425 lbs. per 
sq. inch pressure will be installed. The various civil works 
like colony quarters, ‘ roads, power house and workshop 
buildings, turbine foundations, cooling tower etc., are comp- 
lete. All the 6 boilers as well as 2 of the 3 turbines have been 
erecte4 and the erection of the third turbine is under prog- 
ress. The Power generated at Ramagundam will be used 
for two purposes, namely, 

{i) To supplement the power supply at Hyderabad to 
meet the ever increasing demand for power in the metropolis, 
and 

(n) for the supply of electricity to the districts of Karim- 
nagar, Warangal, Adilabad, Nalgonda, and Medak on the 
Eastern side of the State. 

34. A net work of 122 miles of 66 kv double circuit, 56 
miles of 66 kv single circuit and 100 miles of 33 kv single 
circuit lines will radiate from this Station. The communi- 
cation between the Power Station and various sub-stations 
will be by means of Carrier System. 

35, A noteworthy feature of this scheme is that all the 
transmission towers required are being designed, fabricated 
and erected mtirdiy by the departmental staff, 
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36. The total estimate cost of the Project as revised is 
]6,s. 406 lakhs and the scheme is expected to be completed by 
the end of 1956. Expenditure incurred till the end of February, 
1954 is 238 lakhs of rupees. 

Industry. 

37. Rs. 114.57 lakhs was spent against a provision in the 
Plan of Rs. 268.70 lakhs of other Industries. 

38. The Managing Agency of Sirpur Paper Mills, Ltd. 
and the Sirsilk Ltd., have been transferred to a private company. 
Under the arrangement, the State is to retain 30% of the 
shares of the Sirpur Paper Mills. So far as the Sirsilk Factory 
is concerned, the State has 15% shares but this will be raised 
to 26% when new capital is obtained. This will ^ive adequate 
control to the State over these factories. The State has 
given Rs. 116 lakhs as a loan to Sirpur Paper Mills. It will 
get back Rs. 35 lakhs in the first year and the balance at the 
rate of Rs. 6 lakhs per annum in about 15 years. For the 
Sirsilk, the State gave Rs. 408 lakhs as a loan and will get 
back Rs. 140 lakhs immediately and the rest at the rate of 
Rs. 23 lakhs a year. 

Singareni Collieries Company Ltd. 

\ 

39. In regard to Singareni Collieries Company Ltd., ac- 
cording to the Plan the State was to spend Rs. 96 lakhs in 
two years to raise the output to 1-|^ million tons per year. An 
additional amount of Rs. 114 lakhs is required for raising 
the outputs two million tons per year. The State hss pro- 
vided Rs. 32.19 lakhs; the balance has to be got from the 
Industrial Finance Corporation. By increasing the output 
to 2 million tons, the Railway will be enabled to save Rs. 20 
lakhs a year by way of freight. 

Roads. 

40. Entirely new programme h^ s been drawn for roads 
Originally, an expenditure of Rs. 128 . 57 lakhs was envisaged 
for constructing 10 roads over and above the normal road 
pmgramme of the Public Works Department. This provision 
did not take into account the works in progress on 1-4-1951 
but as these works had to be completed before a new program- 
me was iindertak^ could not therefore be excluded from the 
purview of the Five-Year Plan and so the original provision 
of Rs, 128.57 lakhs has been revised to Rs, 247-80 lakhs. 
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41. Against the provision of completing 266 miles of 
roads, the number of miles completed is 209. The total 
mileage provided for in the Plan is 526. Road work is not 
completed mile by mile and hence targets achieved cannot 
be estimated in miles. Targets are to be counted with referen- 
ce to expenditure only. This figure excludes 317 nules of 
roads in progress. 


42. The Gk)vemment of India have recently suggested 
that in order to achieve a specific target of mileage (costing 
Rs. 496 lakhs) it may be necessary to make up works of double 
the value. This matter is mader consideration of Finance 
Department. 

43. Against the provision of Rs. 122.78 lakhs an expendi- 
ture of Rs. 83.08 lakhs has been incurred. 

Social Service, 

44. Education : — ^Under Education, the Plan aims at 
the establishment of Primary single or Two-Teacher Schools 
in all villages with a population of 600 and more and voluntary 
aided primary schools in villages whose population is less 
than 500. "V^erever warranted by the number of pupils, 
lower primary schools are to be converted into full-fledged 
primary schools. 

45. The Plan provides for the establishments of 1696 
additional schools to accommodate 1,88,319 scholars at a 
cost of Rs. 65.14 lakhs. The realisation is 1753 schools at 
cost of Rs. 49.42 lakhs and it is expected that the number 
of scholars would also exceed the target. 

46. In the sphere of Secondary Education, every Taluk 
Headquarters and town or vilkge having a population of 
5,000 or more is to be provided with atleast one Middle school. 

47. Against the provision of Rs. 26.61 lakhs for the 
establishment of 60 schools, an expenditure of Rs. 28.74 
lakhs has been incurred for the establishment of 66 schools. 
In addition, 194 lower secondary classes have been opened 
ip Primary schools and .59 higher secondary classes have been 
open<^ in Middle schools. 

F-H— 3 
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, 48. During the three years under review, 200 Adult 
Education Centres have been established and against the 
target of establishing 6 new schools and reorganisation of 
p^visting technical schools, the achievements are 4 new tech- 
nical centres and the reorganisation of others at a cost of 
Bs. 9.48 lakhs. 

Medical 

49. During the three years, 1951-54, the Plan provides for 
the establishment of 95 Hospitals at Taluka Headquarters, 
3 Touring Eye Hospitals and 92 subsidised Ayurvedic Dis- 
pensaries at a cost of Rs. 25.29 lakhs, .97 lakhs, and 11.77 
lakhs respectively. The achievements are 89 Hospitals, 
1 Touring Eye Hospital and 52 Ayurvedic dispensaries. 

50. As per Plan, one Ear, Nose and Throat Hospital 
has been established at a cost of Rs. 4.22 lakhs. Though 
the Plan provided for the establishment of 12 T. B. Clinics 
during the three years imder review only one has been establi- 
shed so far. The other achievements are the extensions and 
additions to dispensaries and hospitals to accommodate 540 
beds and the establishment of a Blood Bank. 

51. On the Health side, 760 Village Medicine Boxes 
have be^ distributed, 3 Child Welfare Centres and 24 Health 
Units established. 8 Training Centres for Training Dayas 
have also beai established achievement in three years alone 
being to the Five-Year Target of 8 Centres. 

52. En^nmental Hygiene, Anti-Malaria Schemes Lep- 
roqr C^pai^ and other measures have also been under- 
taken. 


Supplementary Items. 

58. Though no provision has been made in the Plan for the 
amelioration of Backward Classes, this is considered to be 
one of the responsibilities of the Government. The Scheduled 
Castes Trust Fund with a corpus of one crore of rupees a-nd 
the Rural Welfare Trust Fund are being utilised for the welfare 
and benefit of the Backward Classes, 

54. Th«?e are, besides, several schemes for the Backward 
Classes sponsored by the Social Service pepartment. These are: 

1. Schedule Tribes Welfare, 

3, Sehedulf W«4fare, , 
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8. Welfare of Backward Classes. 

4. Welfare of Ex-Criminal Tribes. 

5. Children’s Protection Department. 

55. A sum of Rs. 35.04 lakhs has been spent on these 
activities. 


Road Transport 

56. The Plan does not mention anything about the 
Road Transport. Road Transport has been nationalised in 
Hyderabad as far back as 1932, and somehow this could not 
be incorporated in the Five-Year Plan as originally drafted. 
The Road Transport Plan, however, provides for an expendi- 
ture of Rs. 208 . 62 lakhs during the years 1951-56, to achieve 
a target of 700 veliicles at the following rate : —

Regpding people’s contribution, I feel hearten^ 
to say that it has been much more than ever expected. Tfie 
urge among the people to help themselves is simply remark-, 
aide and with a little help and guidance from Government, 
they have been able to work wonders in months which probably 
would not have been possible even in decades. The very 
appearance of many villages has undergone a total meta- 
morphosis . after the inauguration of the Development and 
N.E.S. Blocks. Interms of material prosperity, works like 
repairs to village roads, digging of compost and soakage 
pits, .cleaning of drains, etc., may not' strike- as very significant ; 
but the esprit de corps, -habit of team, work and -eagerness 
and , eapiestness. for a better and ;mpre varied life generated 
by this unique experiment of the people, by the pef^le and 
for. the people will undoubtedly haye far reaching wholesojcnn 
effect and influence on the pattern, of future national develop- 
ment. Even in terms of cash and kind, the contribution 
of . .the. people at several places , has been much more than the 
Government’s share of . expenditure und I am sure, the fol-.

^ 77. I take this opportunity of appealing to the hon. 
Members of this House, as the representatives of the people 
in their areas, to see to it that necessary attention is paid 
and assistance and guidance given in the preparation of th^e 
^snrvqy reports. I also appeal to each individual citizen to 
have n clear idea of the problems that we have to ultimately 
faee and solve during the Second Five Year Plan. 

78. The days Of those who looked upon public orgahisa- 
tioHs ;as petition-making bodies are over. Every right de- 
pended implies and: imposes a duty on Hie person demanding 
it. Without doing that duty he will not deserve the right 
and without ^first deserving a thing, we should not desire it. 

70. It can also be seen from the Manual that these details 
are to be cbllected at the village level and scrutinized at Hie 
T^uqa level by 1?he Taiuqa Planning and Development ' Com- 
mittees ahd also the Departmental representatives.

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80. It will thus be seen that during the next one year 
or so, we have a very hard task of going thoroughly into t^e 
details of every village and assessing the resources available 
and finalising items which can be included in the Second 
Plan and also in the subsequent Plans. 

81. It is needless for me to stress that in a People’s 
Plan, People’s co operation will be the mainstay of all pro- 
grammes and plans. I can now close this rapid and brief 
survey with the following stirring words of the Chairman of 
the Planning Commission and the Symbol of the Nation : 

“ The fulfilment of the Five Year Plan calls for a nation- 
wide co-operation in the tasks of development between the 
Central Government and the States ; the States and the local 
authorities, with voluntary soeial service agencies engaged 
in constructive wo’k between the admnistration and the 
people as well as among the people themselves. Although, 
several programmes included in the Plan are already under 
way, it is important that through, sacrifice borne equally by 
all citizens, the effort and resources of the entire nat'on should 
be mobilized in support of the Plan, so that during the coming 
years, the tempo of development can be greatly increased 
and the Plan becomes u focus of intense activity and a field 
of common endeavour throughout the country.” 

Shri V. B. Retju (Secunderabad-General ) : I beg to move : 

“ That the statement on Planning and Development made 
by hon. Dr. Chenna Reddy, Minister for Agriculture, 
Supply, Development and Planning be taken up for considera- 
tion”.

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Consideration of the report of the Committee on 
Privileges in Dr. Raj Bahadur Gour’s case. 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan (Ausa) ; I beg to move : 

“That the report of the Committee on Privileges in 
Dr. Raj Bahadur Gour’s Case be taken up for consideratioux” 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : The Question is : 

“That the report of the Committee on Privileges in Dr. 
Raj Bahadur Gour’s Case be taken up for consideration. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : The hon. Member may speak on 
the report. 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan : The case of Dr. Raj Bahadur 
Gour was referred to this House as a case of breach of privilege 
of this House. It was alleged that Dr. Gour made a speech 
on 23rd February, 1954 mal^g some remarks which were not 
desirable, about this House and the matter was referred to 
this House for considering whether the speech constituted a 
breach of privilege. The main objection was to the words 
as quoted in the secret reports that this House is a ‘Chor 
Assembly’. The Privileges Committee during its delibera- 
tions decided to find whether Dr. Gour’s speech was correctly 
reported. 

The matter referred to the hon. Member of the Council 
of States and after getting his reply we framed, the issues. 
The first was whether the speech of Dr. Raj Bahadur Gour 
should be taken as correct, and the second issue was whether 
I3ie categorical denial of Dr, Gou * rebuts the allegation of the 
Police. Dr. Gour in his reply denied the correctness of the 
sjwech ,md we, after, careful consideration, thought that 
it w^ a controversial matter, this Committee on Privileges 
m bftve tg go iqto the of tfete spdech* ' 
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We thought it desirable that we should not go into the details 
^and, moreover, when a Member of the Council of States 
stated some facts, there was no reason why we should not 
believe them. Therefore, we thought it advisable that we 
should accept the explanation offered by the hon. Member 
of the Council of States and the case should be closed ; we 
should not proceed further with the case. Especially, I 
would draw the attention of the House to the sentence from 
the letter of Dr. Gour. It says : “no responsible, educated 
citizen could be expected to make such a speech that is incoh- 
erent, full of mistakes and makes no sense at many places.” 
He utterly denies the correctness of the speech and the remarks 
as reported. Therefore, the Committee has accepted the 
explanation offered by Dr. Gour and the Committee has 
recommended to this House that this case may be closed. 
I hope that this House will be satisfied with the conclusions 
of the Privileges Committee and close the case. Thank you. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande : Mr. Speaker, Sir. I have patiently 
heard the report given to the House by the Chairman of the 
Privileges Committee. As regards the conclusions I have 
no difference of opinion and the case should be closed. But 
lest such things might be repeated, I have to make an obser- 
vation that it is not good on the part of the Government' to 
refer cases of the Privilege of this House on the basis of Police 
Report confidentially received by them. As far as I know 
the speech referred to has not been published in any local 
or other papers, no repurcussion about it had taken place 
nor any member of this House felt that its privilege has been 
interfered with. It was only when we got the report before 
this House we came to know that such and such a speech had 
been delivered that the matter had been referred to the Privileges 
Committee by the hon. Speaker, and that it was at the instance 
of the Government. It was based on the C. I. D’s. report, and 
the Home Department moved the Speaker in this respect. I 
personally feel that the Government should think hundred 
times before basing there case on the C. I. D’s. report and 
refer the matter to the Privileges Committee. I strongly 
object to this procedure. Instances are found in the Parlia- 
mentary Democracy of Great Britain that- such things are 
not referred to the Privileges Committee by the Government 
directly. A breach of privilege occurs only when it is published 
in a news-paper, or when the hon. Members feel that a 
certain privilege has been interfered with. It is a parliament- 
ary practice that only hon. Members of the House being 
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such matters to the notice of tliePrivileges Committee.Of course, 

I do not mean to say that the Speaker has not got the inherent 
right to refer such questions to the Privileges Committee, but in 
this particular case it is not the Speaker that has taken 
cognizance of this particular matter but it is the Home Depart- 
ment, going out of its way and basing itself on the C. I. D. 
Report that has tried to invoke the Privileges of this House. 

I think this is a very irregular procedure. I think, prima 
facie, there was not a case to be referred to and 
I request the Government that in future while referring such 
matters they must take this into consideration that it is the 
Members of this House that have to refer any matter to the 
Privileges Committee and it is only when such matters come 
in the Press they should be referred to the Privileges Committee. 
But the C. I. D. Report should not be made a basis and the 
Privileges Committee should not be made to look into such 
cases. With these few words I agree with the conclusions 
made by the Chairman of the Privileges Committee and I 
support that the matter be closed. 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan : As the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion of this House has agreed with the conclusions drawn by 
the Privileges Committee, it is not very necessary for me, I 
think, to dilate upon the subject. But the argument made 
by the hon. Member that a report from a particular source 
should not be trusted is I think very difficult for any Member 
of this House to agree with. In fact, I do not agree. The 
news-papers may be reporting some matters correctly, but it 
is also quite far from truth that every thing reported by the 
news-papers is correct. Of course, the persons or the sources 
referring these matters of breach of privilege of this House 
would consider that the reports available to them are correct. 
They would satisfy themselves and then only these matters 
will be referred to this House. But it cannot be made a rule 
ffiat a report from the Police is always incorrect and therefore 
it should not be trusted. With these few remarks I hope 
that this report wiU be accepted, 

*Shri V. D. Deshpande : Mr. Speaker, Sir. I have an 
explanation ,tq make. I never meant that the report from 
. the. Police should not be trusted. My point is prima facie 
a Case should come before the Privileges Committee at the insta- 
nce the hon. Members or the Speaker on his own ini iative, 
the Government basing itself wholly and solely, -as in this 
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'case, on the C.I. D. report should not refer a matter to tha Pri- 
vileges Committee. I think this speech had not been reported 
in any paper and the hon. Members of this House have no 
knowledge that the matter has been referred to the Privileges 
Committee. I have no objection to it, but the report has not 
appealed in any paper. The report is only a stenographic 
report of the Police and it has not come in any paper, 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan : The hon. Member is speaking 
many things which are not before this House. He has given 
his personal opinion. 

Shri V. D. Deshpande : The hon. Member may have any 
information. I will like to know how the particular thing 
had come before the Privileges Committee, on what basis 
the Speaker referred it, and on what basis it was discussed. As 
far as I know it was on the basis of the report of the Home 
Department given to the Speaker and this matter was discussed. 

I have an objection to the procedure fol’owed. Beyond that 
I do not want to say that the report of the Police should not 
be trusted. On the merits it may be trusted or may not be 
trusted. No press has reported that the matter had occurred 
and the people do not know about it. Therefore, when it 
was not published it was not necessary for the Government to 
go out of their way to point out that a breach of privilege 
had occTirred. It is from this point of view that I felt that 
the Government’s policy in this regard is not desirable. This 
is the only thing I want to say. 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan : I beg to move : 

. “That the report of the Committee on Privileges in 
Dr. Raj Bahadur Gout’s Case be adopted.”

at the age of puberty from those who have not;” 

Here, ‘ them ’ refers to female prisoners. I would suggest 
to the Member in charge of the Bill to move an amendment by 
way of clarification. Otherwise it may refer to male prisoners 
in the earlier part of the paragraph. The word ‘them’ might 
mean ‘male prisoner’s’ if it is not clearly stated. 

‘Other prisoners’ in the sub-clause would mean ‘male 
prisoners’ who are beyond the age of 21, and ‘for separating 
those of them’ would mean the ‘male prisoners’ who have 
attained the age of puberty. 

Shri Srinivctsrao Ekhelikar; It means only ‘male prisoners’, 
and so it is not necessary for any further clarification. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : The question is : 

“That Clause 27, as amended, stand part of the Bill”.

“Some individuals, sentenced for revolutionary activities 
for life or long terms of imprisonment, are often kept in solitary 
confinement for long periods. In the U.P., I believe, all such 
persons are automatically kept in solitary cellular confine- 
ment. Ordinarily, this solitary confinement is awarded as 
awards as a special punishment for a prison offence. But 
in the case of these persons — usually yoimg boys — ^they are 
kept alone although their behaviour in gaol might be exemp- 
la^. Thus an additional and very terrible punishment is 
added by the gaol Department to the sentence of the court, 
without any reason therefor. This sfeems very extraordinary, 
and hardly in conformity with any rule of law. Solidary con- 
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finement, even for a short period, is a most painful affair ; for 
it to be prolonged for years is a terrible thing. It means 
the slow and continuous deterioration of the mind, till it 
begins to border on insanity ; and the appearance of a look 
of vacancy, or a frightened animal type of expression. It 
is the killing of the spirit by degrees, the slow vivisection 
of the soul. Even if a man survives it, he becomes abnormal 
and an absolute misfit in the world, ^d the question always 
arises — ^was this man guilty at all of any act or offence ? Police 
methods in India have long been suspect ; in political matters 
they are doubly so.”
